Sidon and Tyre. 

No description can do justice to the 
squalorand filth of Sidon on a wet 
day. <All of the streets are more than 
half arched over, very dark, and so 
narrow that three laden asses cannot 
pass, With a gutter a foot dcep running 
down the center. Where not arched 
a rotten screen of sticks, over lai 

here and there with pieces of ragged 
matting and wattles, adds to the de- 
plorable condition of the place. Cop- 
persmiths seemed the most thriving, 
as well as the noisiest of the artizans, 
while, like every one else, they sit in- 
their open shops hammering away on 
the ground. We turned up a blind 
entry and then .mounted a flight of 
steps in the corner, at top af whicha 
door led toa elean and 
tidy. The port, when compared with 
the harbors of classic Greece, must 
have been aspacious one, and was, 
perhaps, enlarged, by an artificial 
mode, of which, though not noticed 
by any writer, we thought we could 
descry the traces. In many. places 
the old reef has been quarried out, 
till the sea makes a clean breach 
into the harbor, but this has probably 
been the work of later times. The 
jagged fretted rocks and the sea is full 
of carved doorways, huge stones still 


had been fitted, and strewn with 
masses of undecipherable masonry. 
We were ‘struck by the Cyclopean 
character of the work—immense 
stones let in to form the edge 
of the ancient qnays, by the 
side of which, among and on 
those ancient rocks, must have 
been the warehouses of Sidon. The 
masses of broken columns on all 
sides from a breastwork against the 
action of the sea below ; but these re- 
mains are so perforated and honey- 
combed by the water and by the bor- 
ing shells (pholades) that it is impos- 
sible to make out their style. Time, 
man, and, above all, the incessant 
dashing of the waves, have so. honey- 
combed rocks, staneworks and col- 
umns alike, that no clear plan of the 
style of the building can be ascer- 
tained. Such is the harborof Sidon, 
the cradle of the world’s commerce, 
the mother of Tyre. Sidon, in the 
rain, is wretched enough, and what is 
that to Tyre, in the dry? The filth 
and squalor of the little city surpasses 
even that ofa Tunisian town. Scanty 
bazaars and palm leaves; the streets 
never less than an ankle, often a 
foot—deep in putrid dilapida- 
ted, ptedewion hovels, half burried 
in rubbish—such is modern Tyre. 
Through these we picked our steps to 
the shore, where lay a few fishing 
yoats from the navy of her ‘‘ whose 
merchants were princes.”’ We as- 
cended to the higher part ofthe prom- 
ontory, and from the ruined walls 
looked down on the wonderous ful fill- 
ment of prophecy. For half a mile 
the sea flows to the depth of a foot or 
two over flat rocks, covered by one 
mass of broken columns, leaning or 
prostrate, in bewildering confusion, as 
if pitched pell mell into the water. 
This is insular Tyre; ‘tthe waters 
have coyered her ;’’ she is a place for 
‘¢ fishermen to spread their nets on. ”’

The Augusta (Ga.) Constitutionalist 
has the following upon the great sol- 
dier, for which we make room, know- 
ing that it will be read with pleasure 
as well as profit: He was very large 
and massive in figure, and finely pro- 

rtioned. He measured six feet two 
inches in hight, and had flesh to give 
him perfect symmetry. His face was 
large, broad and high, and beamed 
with a look of striking benignity. His 
features were handsomely moulded. 
He was very straight and carried him- 
self with grace and many and simple 
dignity. He dressed neatly but 
always in full Confederate grey Gen- 
eral’s uniform, that suited him admir- 
ably. His whole appearance indica- 
ted,in a marked degree, power, de- 
cision, serenity, thought, benevolence. 
Wethought him then at first flush, 
and thought it unyaryingly after- 
wards, and think now in the hallow- 
ing memory of his noble manhood, 
made sacred by the consecration of 
his thrilling and heroic death for the 
Southern cause, that he was one ofthe 
sweetest and most august men we 
ever met. His character was en- 
trancing in its pure nobility. There 


{was something in his manner that 


emboldened confidere, and when we 

ot through, — could exceed the 
fatherly manner with which he re- 
plied, encouraging, instructing and 
assuring us of his kindness. He prof- 
fered to help us with his counsel, or, 
otherwise, invited us to call on him at 
any time, and, giving us the necessary 
orders, we left. It was that gentle 
politeness that won everybody who 
approached him, and endeared him 
to his people. Often afterward we 
met him at his headquarters and in 
the field, and he always was the same 
affable, considerate, fatherly gentle- 
man, inspiring the gravest reverence, 
winning the fondest regard, and ex- 
citing the highest admiration. But

Exploring Expeditions in the North- 


Dr. Petermann, of Gotha, has pre- 
pared an account of tive polar expedi- 
tions which are now in the high 
latitudes, Of these expeditions three 
are German and two English, ‘and 
seven vessels are employed, 

Th2 first is that of A. 
Rosenthal, with the screw steamer 
Bienenkorb, of four hundred tons, | 


Hagens. ‘This vessel is provisioned 
for from eight to twelve months. Dr, 
I. J. Dorst, of Julich, is the yeogra- 
pher and astronomer of the expedi- 
tion, and the object af research is the 
sea between Greenland and Spitz- 
bergen, as far as Gillis Land. The 
expedition sailed from Bremhaven on 
the 21st of February last. <A _ letter, 
dated May th, has been received in 
Gotha from Dr. Dorst, who dates 
from 74° north latitude, about one 
hundred miles from the East Green- 
land coast, and reports an average |

The second expeditionis Lamont’s, 
with a perfectly new screw. steamer, 
the Diana, built purposely for the 
voyage. She is two hundred and 
fifty tons burthen, and is provisioned 
for two years. , Mr. Lamont is a 
member of British Parliament, and is 
well known as a thorough seaman 
and goed geologist.

Capt. Palliser spent three months on 
Spitzbergéh, engaged in hunting; but 
as that island did not satisfy him, he 
now goes to Nova Zembla, and will 
explore the still almost unknown sea 
between Spitzbergen and that island. 
He sailed from England in April. 
The fourth expedition isa A. Rosen- 
thal’s screw steamer Albert, of seven 
hundred tons and ninety horse-power, 
with a crew of seventy persons, under 
Capt. Hashagan. The vessel is 
eerronee for fifteen months, and 
as nearly five hundred tons of coal 
on board. Dr. Emil Bessels,_ of 
Heidelberg, is zoologist and sketcher. 
The object of this expeditions is to 
sail around Spitzbergen and Nova 
Zembla, and to penetrate to the most 
northern latitude possible, following 
along the Siberian coast in starch of 
deposits of -mammoth remains, ete. 
This expedition sailed from Bremer- 
haven on the 23d af May. 
The fifth is the second German 
North Polar Expedition. It consists 
of the screw steamer Germania and 
sdiling vessel Hansa. The scientific 
force of this expedition includes Drs.

Borgen, Buchholz, Copeland, Laube

The Stonewall sheeting now manu- 
factured, is sold at sixteen cents per 
yard at the mill. It is more than a 
yard wide, and two and eighty-five 
one hundredth yards weigh. a pound, 
the same in width, texture and weight 
with the goods of the famous Atlantic 
mills marked “A.” The Atlantic 
mills run their goods through a dress- 
er, which gives the cloth smoothness 
of surface, and certainly lessens its 
durability. This fact is already recog- 
nized by country tragiesmen in Missis- 
sippi, and the cloth of the Stonewall 
mids is disposed of as ra idly ag if 
can be manufactured. The thread 
(yarns) is sold hy the pound at thirty- 
eight cents. Four hundred pounds 
are made each day, and distributed 
by the roads that intersect one another 
at Meridian, 

The whole monthly coat of the mill 
is fourteen hundred dollars, includin 
fuel, oil, salaries of superintendents 
and laborers—the cost of the APPEAL 
establishment for one week. And yet 
the manager of the mill informed me 
that he was paying higher wages than 
any other manufacturer in the South. 
When | sought information as to the 
profiiableness of the establishment, I 
was told to make pwn gatculations 
We have cotton enough, of the’ best 
qualitshich cost ys less than twenty 
cents, to last till December, [f we 
were not doing well, we would have 
sold three hundred bales at a profit of 
ten cents per pound.

In the last Annual report, it was
